SAIGON (AP) — South Viet­ 
namese forces reoccupied. Fire 
Base Bastogne 12 miles west of 
Hue today after % hours of 
fierce fighting and B52 satura­ 
tion strikes, field repoils said, 
The base fell to, the North 
Vietnamese April 28. The count­ 
erattack that retook it was the 
second on the northern front in 
three days by South Vietnam­ 
ese forces who in six weeks of 
setbacks had retreated 30 miles 
btlow the demilitarized zone 
and given up the provincial 
Capital of Quang Tri City. 
Associated Press correspond­ 
ent Peter Arnett reported from 
the northern front that South 
Vietnamese infantrymen were 
only a stone’s throw from an­ 
other important fire base called 
Checkmate on a bill overlooking 
Bastogne. 
In the 
central highlands, 
North Vietnamese forces made 
fresh probes during the night of 
the defenses of Kontum City, 
and sources said they believed 
them to be preliminary to an 
all-out assault. 
On the southern front, enemy 
forces cut the Saigon-Phnom 
Penh highway 25 miles north­ 
west of the South Vietnamese 
capital, and heavy fighting was 
reported near Trang Bang, a 
district town. 
North Vietnamese gunners 
rained 2,500 artillery, rocket 
and mortar shells on An Loc, 60 
miles north of Saigon, contin­ 
uing a 61^-week old siege, and 
light ground fighting was re­ 
ported. The North Vietnamese 
were reported still holding sec­ 
tions of the northern part of the 
city. 
The South Vietnamese com­ 
mand said the drive to Fire 
Base Bastogne was part of a ' 
plan to enlarge defense lines 
around Hue. 
The drive to Bastogne and 
Checkmate was made by 2,000 
South Vietnamese infantrymen. 
Helicopters took some of them 
to the ridge lines. Others ad­ 
vanced on foot behind a shield 
of artillery and strikes by U.S. 
B52 bombers and fighter-bomb- 
ers. 
On the central front, North 
Vietnamese troops destroyed 
two culverts on Highway 19, 
leading from the coast to the 
highlands, and cut the road 15 
miles east of Pleiku. 
II S. officials said American 
planes had knocked out the 
Dragon's Jaw bridge at Thanh 
Hoa, 80 miles south of Hanoi, 
wrecked several spans of the 
Paul Doumer road and railroad 
across the Red River bridge at 
Hanoi, and cut the northeast 
and northwest rail lines be­ 
tween the North Vietnamese 
capital and China. 
In 
Cambodia, 
government 
troops abandoned one of their 
last positions near the South 
Vietnamese border in the south­ 
ern portion of Takeo Province, 
the military command report­ 
ed.Kirivong, 65 miles south of 
Phnom Penh, is the 12th town 
in Takeo and Kampot provinces 
to fall to enemy attacks in less 
than two weeks.

The Amish are self-reliant, 
the chief justice continued, and 
there is nothing to suggest they 
become burdens on the commu­ 
nity by ending their education 
at the eighth grade. 
“For the reasons stated, we 
hold, with the Supreme Court of 
Wisconsin, that the First and 
Fourteenth Amendments pre­ 
vent the state from compelling 
respondents (Amish) to cause 
their children to attend formal 
high school to age 16,” he con­ 
cluded. 
Ruling in a case from Wis­ 
consin, the court said com­ 
pulsory formal education after 
the eighth grade would gravely 
endanger—if not destroy—the 
free exercise of their religious 
beliefs. 
The Amish, descendants of 
18th century Swiss Anabaptists, 
believe a high school education 
is a deterrent to salvation in 
that it involves worldly learn­ 
ing. They and the closely re­ 
lated Old Order Mennonites live 
in 19 states. Wisconsin was one 
of nine in which they have been 
subjected to prosecution for re­ 
fusing to send their children to 
high school. 
Chief Justice Warren E, Bur­ 
ger, who delivered the opinion,

WASHINGTON (AP) — After forecast Thursday that “the in- 
some adjustments.

They did not 
save up all the most important 
awards to the very end.

But the American specialists 
say there are enough Chinese 
railroad cars to handle the load 
entirely. However, it will be 
much more difficult, in part be­ 
cause cargo must be shifted 
from Soviet trains to Chinese 
trains running on narrower 
gauge track.

Despite serious political dif­ 
ferences, the Russians and the 
Communist Chinese have been 
cooperating in moving Soviet 
materiel through

North Vietnam. American offi­ 
cials expect this to continue. 
Oil, gasoline and lubricants 
are among the most vital prod­ 
ucts that have been coming into 
North Vietnam by sea, along 
with trucks, ammunition and 
major weapons. U.S. specialists 
estimate that the Chinese would 
have to divert only about 1 to 2 
per cent of their railroad tank 
cars to move the 50,000 tons of 
petroleum products a month 
being used to run the vehicles 
sustaining the North Vietnam­ 
ese offensive.

U.S. analyst said, “the North 
Vietnamese have enough (pet- ( 
roleum) stockpiled in North 
Vietnam for a minimum three 
months of operations and they 
can stretch that out.”

He said many persons could 
have been hurt or killed if it 
had first hit on the southwest 
side of the city and then raked

the tornado apparently did not 
touch the ground with its full 
force. 
“If it had come' down in total 
full strength, it would have 
been total devastation,” said 
Ed Osborne, deputy director of 
the Civil Defense for Marion 
County.

should get along famously when 
they finally meet, 
“ They’re as diilerent as night 
and day,” says Larry Collins, 
zoologist who cares for the two 
gift pandas from China. “She’s 
an extrovert and he’s an in­ 
trovert.” 
Ling-Ling, the female, likes 
to charge her keepers when­ 
ever they enter her cage at Na­ 
tional Zoo, Collins said. Hsing- 
Hsing, the male, just retreats 
quietly into a corner.

Protesters Ask 
Silent Vigil On

San Jose State College were 
among those planning to par­ 
ticipate in the vigil. 
About 250 persons marched 
from Northwestern University 
in Evanston, 111., to the city’s 
Selective Service headquarters. 
Despite rain about 230 per­ 
sons took part in an antiwar 
march in Madison, Wis. 
Supporters of President Nix­ 
on's Vietnam policy assembled 
200 persons in Mountain Home, 
Idaho, for an 11-mile “loyalty 
march” to Mountain Home Air 
Force Base. 
The move was to counteract 
a similar march by 250 antiwar 
demonstrators Saturday. There 
were no incidents during either 
march. 
Three Roman Catholic nuns 
were escorted oft Hickam Air 
Force Base at Honolulu Sunday 
for distributing antiwar leaflets 
after a base chapel service. 
About 40 antiwar demonstra­ 
tors lay down on the grass dur­ 
ing outdoor ROTC award cere­ 
monies at the University of 
New Hampshire in Durham, 
forcing the cadets to step over 
them.
